th e Indians of the N orthw est and their

trib e s east of the Rocky Mountains, a c ­ 
cording to a plan arranged by the 
G overnm ent.

Boil the milk, b u tter 
and su g ar until the candy is nearly 
done, then add th e nuts. 
Chocolate Fudge- One pint of light 
brown sugar, nm* half cup of chocolate, 
one tablespoonful of butter, one cup 
of sw eet milk. 
But this on in a g ran ­ 
ite pan and stir while cooking.

anil should be taken from the stove

viously melted iii a g la s s of w arm 
cream , five eggs well beaten, and a lit 
tic grated nutm eg. 
P u t Hie m ixture 
into a buttered pie-dlsh or in buttered 
cups; bake in a m oderate oven for half 
an hour and serve w ith sw eet sauce. 
Cauliflower

Sauce—-Soak a fine cauliflower in cold 
salt w a te r for an hour, then plunge in 
salted boiling w a te r an d cook for a 
h alf hour or until tender. 
T ra n sfe r 
to a hot dish. 
Bring th e contents of 
a h alf can of tom atoes to a boil, cook 
for a minute, strain, season w ith onion 
juice, salt and pepper, and thicken with 
a little flour rubbed into a tablespoon­ 
ful 
of 
butter. 
Stir 
until 
smooth. 
B rink the cauliflower into hits of uni­ 
form size, p u t Into a deep dish, and 
pour the tom ato sauce over it. 
Pineapple 
P udding 
W ith 
Orange 
Sauce 
Make a b a tte r of one cup of 
milk, a 
heaping cupful of flour in 
which has been sifted a teaspoonful of 
baking powder, five eggs, the yolks and 
whites beaten separately, tw o-thirds of 
a cupful of dried bread crum bs and 
one cupful of chopped pineapple. P our 
into a well-buttered mold and steam for 
three hours. 
Sauce Beat the yolks of 
four eggs with one cupful of powdered 
sugar until very light; add the juice of 
an orange, and cook over h o t,w a te r 
until the m ixture begins to thicken.

fold in

whipped cream. 


Preserved Quinces — Pare. q u arte r 
and core the fruit, saving skins anil 
cores. 
Put quinces over the tire with 
(just enough w ater to cover them anil 
sim m er until soft, but not broken. 
T ak e out fruit and spread on dishes 
to cool, add parings and cores to w ater 
in w hich quinces w ere boiled, stew 
them an hour and then strain through 
a jelly bag. To each pint of this liquid 
allow a pound of sugar. Boll and skim 
this and then boil fifteen m inutes long 
cr. 
T ake all o ff the fire M i d let stand 
in deep dish tw enty-four hours. 
Then 
drain off syrup and let it boil.

quinces and boil fifteen m inutes. T ake 
out fru it again, spread on dishes and 
then boil syrup dow n to nearly a jelly. 
P u t fruit Into Jars tw q-thirds full ami 
cover w ith the syrup.

BOUT the middle of March, I them. I could still see them; but they 
187O our ca,valKy troop was j evidently had not seen me yet. 
sent out from Kort Blth- I I turned now, and going back at a 
' 
gallop, passed the butte, then kept on 
down, in the ravine to where it entered 
the small timber that fringes the bank 
of the creek, then got into the timber 
and kept ou to camp; but before I had 
got there I had to ride out Into the 
open again in order to cross a ravine 
that I could not cross at the creek. 


Going into canjp I found every one 


at supper, or dinner rather—we only 
ate twice a day wheu on the march 
this way. I told the Captain I had his 
Indians out here waiting for him. 


''Are you sure now that they are 


Indians, and not buffalo?" he asked. 
"You remember that stampede ve had 
after the buffalo last fall?" 


"Yes. sir: but I did not send you 


bad with us as a guest an fcng- 


liafe tourist, wh«> was anxious U' see all 
tout country, lie saw some of it before 
we returned. When I saw him ready 
to start I thought that about a week ot 
tttia trip would b* all he would need of 
it; but he roughed it with the rest ot 
ua and I never heard him complain. 
He messed with the Captain, a bre\et- 
inajor. the only officer we bail with u*. 
When he was in the field the Captain 
lived exactly -as we did; he carried no 
canoed soods. but ate what we did— 
bacon and bread, black coffee and bean 
soup and what game we could kill; 
.buffalo were still very plentiful. 
The 


Captain earned no canvas, but slept as 
we did under the saddle blanket. This 
would be no picnic, look me at it from 
:iu English point of view. I thought. 


We had been oat a week when one 


afternoon we went into camp on a 
-small creek that ran north and south. 
.uid across it to the west about a mile 
and a half away a low butte stood out 
on the prairie, and be>ond it a mile 
still to the west was a tatlier high roll 
in the prairie that ran north and south. 
Before we had taken our saddles off 
tUe Captain told me to rule over to the 
butte, stak? my horse out at it: then 
stop on top of the butte until sundown 
ABU-keep a good outlook for Indians 
"We ha^e seen no signs, of them as 
yet," he said, "but thi* is about where 
I expect to see them if we see them at 
all" 
I started, and found the ground be- 


tween the camp and the butte to be 


after the buffalo 
when I see one." 


I know an Indian 
This was a slnp at 


badly cut up with narrow ravines. 
which the water in the wet season had 
made on its way to the creek, and on 
getting to the foot of the butte I 
found another ravine here. It seemed 
to head at this ridge west of me and 
ruu straight to the creek. Crossing 
it. I staked out my horte here, leaving 
ou the saddle and bridle. I rode with 
a stmffle bit tbtit would not prevent 
the horse to graze. I might need him 
in a hurry. 


I had a short, heavy Marlin rifle, that 


I carried instead of the Spencers we 
were armed with.. Climbing up on 
the butte, I found a flat place of about 
two acres that had a high coat of last 
year's dry grass on it. I could lie down 
in it and not be seen 
• There was not a breath of air stirring 
nnd the afternoon was warm for this 
time in the year. 
I had been lying 


here about half an hour watching that 
ridge—it would be on it that I would 
first see the Indians if I saw any— 
•when a buck and a doe climbed up 
the butte and began to grnze not 100 
yards from where I lay. They never 
noticed me at all. I had hard work 
to keep from shooting the buck; but 
dared not flre a shot here, for it would 
•notify any Indians who might be In 
the country just where I was. So rais- 
ing my head above the grass I spoke 
to the deer. They gave me one fright- 
.eued look, then left in about two 
jumps. 
I lay for another hour; then 


Just after I had look at my watch to 
note the time passing, I gave the ridge 
another look, and saw a man on a 
pony ride up on top of it from behind 
it and stop. In a moment another man 
Joined him, then a third one, and they 
kept on coming until there were five 
of them. They sat on their ponies 
there, and seemed to be watching our 
camp, which was In plain sight over 
two miles away. Crawling through the 
grass and hugging the ground, I mnd« 
my way to the edge of the, butte, then 
slid down it In a hurry, got my rope 
tted to the saddle, ana mounted; and 
now I was struck witn an Idea. The 
Major wanted Indians, but there were 
not enough of them here to bother the 
troop with, I would flght these my- 
self. With this rifle of mine and the 
horse I had under me, 1 did not think 
it a big contract to shoot the whole of 
them or try to. ' I got my horse down 
in the ravine, then rode up it. I meant 
to keep in it If It headed up at the 
ridge, as I thought U did; then when 
i had got close enough turn the rifle 
loose. I had gone np the ravine t»0 
yards or more and hod left the butti; 


1 behind me, wbeu I noticed that 


ravine ahead of me was i 


If I kept on 


the Sergeant, .who had sent him after 
the buffalo. 


The Indians were not in sight from 


here, but picking up bis field glass he 
and I went up on higher ground and I 
pointed the Indians out to him. lie 
just leveled his glass at them, then 
called out, "Saddle up, and pack \ip! 
Do it in a hurry, now!" 


The saddles were on In a hurry, the 


men having to leave the rest of their 
dinner here on the grass. Then leav- 
ing the pack train to follow up. we 
started. 


I told the Captain that the column 


could not take the route I had taken, 
the ground was too much broken, so be 
bore off to the left through a lot of 
chaparral on our side of the creek, go- 
ing through at as fast a gallop as the 
bushes would let us. Then after going 
a mile we turned to the right, and after 
crossing the creek, he put us on front 
into line and we went to the ridge at a 
fast gallop; but the Indians had left. 


It was nearly dark, but a few of us 


scouted to the front but could see noth- 
ing ot the Indians. Then going back 
to the nearest point on the creek, we 
went into camp again for the night, the 
Major saying that he would hunt up 
those fellows to-morrow; he knew now 
vt here to look for them. 


The men were in a bad humor. They 


had lost half their supper. I had lost 
all of mine or thought I had; but the 
Major sent orders down to the cook to 
get me mine right away; and while I 
was eating it the men kept up their 
growling—they knew what was going 
to happen when they saw me leave 
camp to-day. I never was sent any- 
where but I found Indians, or their 
tiail, or some other blanked thing. 
Why did I not flro a shot at the In- 
dians when I saw them, then let them 
go to Hades and not get the troop out 
after them? We have not lost any 
Indians, we lost our supper, all right, 
though. 


I let them keep at this for a -while, 


then said. "That will do now. Adjourn 
this debate nnd hunt your saddles for 
the night. I don't want to have to hunt 
n rope and a tree for any of you. I 
found those Indians because I was 
sent to find them, and had I not found 
them when I did they would have 
found you to-night, and you would 
have lost part of your horses, If you 
have not 
lost 
any 
Indians." This 


settled it; I could run one of those men 
up to the nearest tree, tie him up to 
It by the wrists, then report it to the 
Major when I had go ready to do It. 
I was Senior Corporal then, but did far 
less of this tying-up than any non-com, 
we had did, and these men would obey 
me far quicker than they would some 
of the others who were continually ty- 
ing them up for anything or nothing, 


Next morning, while we remained in 


camp here, the Major sent n sergeant 
and detail over to examine the place 
whore the Indians had been. 
They 


came back in an hour and reported 
that there must have been nt least 
thirty Indians there, judging from the 
trull they had made when leaving, and 
the men brought back an old broken 
rawhide lariat and a worn-out pistol 
holster. These the Indians had thrown 
away; but the sergeant had a new 
butcher knife and Its sheath that had 
been lost by some of them. The troop 
going over now started to follow the 
trail, but after a few miles It ran out, 
the Indians having split up. 
They 


were going In every direction now ex- 
cept toward us. This was done to pre- 
vent us following them; We might 
have followed any single pony rtrackt 
of course, hilt U would 'not l«ud us 


tfre next few days, but did not find 
their c«nu>, although as their chief told 
me years after this, the camp was only 
forty miles nwny. 


I thought at the time thnt these In- 


dians were the- Cohattl Comauehes. 
They were about the only Indians that 
ran loose at all times then, and these 
ha>l never been ou a reservation and 
did not go ou one until two years after 
this, wheu this troop of ours shot about 
one-half of them and drove the rest on 
a reservation. 


Several years after this, when I 1mii 


become well acquainted with the Co- 
manehes and was living with them 
part of the time, I told the Cohattle 
chief about this affair, nnd asked him 
Jf he knew anything about it. Yes, he 
knew all about it. It was he who 
had been there. He had about thirty 
of his men out hunting, when one of 
his scouts saw us going into camp, and 
riding back to him told him of It. Call- 
ing in his men, he brought them behind 
that ridge, meaning to stop there until 
after dark, then jump our camp and 
run off our horses, if he could do noth- 
ing else. 


"If you had jumped that camp, you 


would have found a hornets' nest in 
it," I told him. "We had men enough 
there to eat you up." 


"You had about fifty men," he re- 


plied. "I counted you before 1 left, 
while you were mounting; and if I 
bad had ns many of my men there as 
you had I would have waited for you 
behind that ridge, then let you do the 
charging. But when I saw you start 
and knew that I bad been seen out 
there, I left. My camp was only two 
sleeps away, and you might find and 
destroy it." 


When we did destroy it the chief.wns 


away on another hunt; that is what 
saved him. 


I told the chief where I bad been 


when I first saw him, and asked him 
If he had seen me while I fooling 
around that ravine trying to get a shot 
at him. No, the first he saw of me 
was when I rode out into the open near 
my camp. Then he waited to see if 
I had seen him, and seeing us get ready 
to leave, he concluded I had seen him. 
So he left then; he could not surprise 
us now, and had not men enough to 
flght us.—Forest and Stream.

Under natural 
conditions not one egg In a million 
ever becomes a fish a year old. As an 
example, I have seen female brook 
trout go up into the spawning places 
and spawn their esgs and then turn 
around and deliberately eat them. 


"For the past few years I have been 


much Interested In experimenting with 
bass and studying their ways. 
Here 


the male parent has some maternal 
Instincts apparently. 
He builds the 


'nest' for the female, some little pocket 
with a gravel bottom protected from 
the strong current, but with plenty of 
fresh water, and then hugs or push CM 
the femali into It.- 
The eggs are 


spawned by the female, who swims 
away and leaves them to their fute. 
The male fertilizes the eggs and then 
for a few dnys watches over them, 
'fanning' them occasional ly to insure 
a circulation of fresh water and keep- 
Ing off other fish who would devour 
the eggs. The male fish have been 
known to follow the little fry for sev- 
eral days, protecting them until they 
were able to cure for themselves. 


"I have seen a school of say 1500 


bass fry devoured in flve minutes by 
a few sun ba*s or perch minnows. 
Under the care of the fish hatcheries 
from fifty to ninety-five ner cent, of 
the eggs became Ilsh fry. How many 
of the fry live to be a year old or so 
after they are planted in the streams 
it is very hard to determine. It de- 
pends so greatly upon conditions that 
no reliable estimates can be made."—

TO REMOVE INK STAINS.

Pi't the mixture 
Into a buttered plc-illsh »•<• In buttered 
cups; bake In a moderate oven for half 
nn hour and serve with sweet sauce.

TO REMOVE INK STAINS. 


The best way to remove ink stains 


from a delicate fabric Is to soak the 
piece first In milk, then cover with 
common table salt. Let It remain for 
a couple of hours and then wash out 
In lukewarm water. This should be 
done before- tue garment has been wet. 


Ronst Beef a Second Time—Heat the 


gravy, put the roast In it; after trim- 
ming it into shape again, cover closely 
and put In a hot oven for ten minutes 
or less, according to the size of the 
piece.

Almond Pudding—Blanch nnd beat to 
paste four ounces of sweet almonds 


ind six bitter ones, nddintc n little ro«e

umps of loaf sugar, which have been 
well rubbed on the rl id of n lemon, a 
phve of butter, the size of an egg, pre- 
viously melted In n glass of warm 
cream, fh e egtrs well 1 eaten, nnd n lit- 
tle grated nutmeg. Pi't the mixture 
Into a buttered plc-illsh »•<• In buttered 
cups; bake In a moderate oven for half 
nn hour and serve with sweet sauce.

Sauce— Soak a nne cauliflower in cold 
salt water for an hour, then plunge Iu 
salted boiling water and cook for a 
half hour or until tender.
